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Missouri River Flooding Status 


¢ The Sedalia area received between 4-8 inches last night. More rain fell last 
night than was forecast in the 1-3 Day Qualitative Precipitation Forecast in 
yesterday’s flood report. 


e Missouri has been experiencing heavy precipitation over the past 30 days 
that have led to wet soil conditions across the state. Over the past seven days 
Kansas City area received 3.0-6.0 inches of rain and the Kansas/Missouri 
border mostly received 2.0-4.0 inches of rain. 


¢ The Qualitative Precipitation Forecast shows more rain coming over the next 
seven days. The 1-7 day forecast predicts up to 2.5 inches of rain total in 
western and central Missouri. 


¢ Stockton Reservoir currently has 32% of its allocated flood control pool 
occupied. Harry S Truman Reservoir has 16% of its allocated flood control 
pool occupied.
